But  he  liu.shcs  it 
up,  and  assumes  an  air  of  innocence  and  bold¬ 
ness,  and  thus  the  Spirit  is  grieved.  And  who 
can  describe  the  train  of  evils  which  ensue, 
on  one  defeat  of  this  kind?  The  mind 
becomes  dark  and  desolate ;  communion  with 
God  is  interrupted,  and  a  course  of  backsliding 
commences,  which  sometimes  goes  on  for 
years,  and  then  the  wanderer  is  not  arrested 
and  brought  back  without  severe  chasliseinent. 
In  such  cases  the  judgments  of  God  against 
his  own  straying  children  are  fearful;  and  if 
any  experience  them  not  who  have  thus 
declined,  it  is  because  they  are  not  children, 
“  for  w  hat  son  is  there  whom  the  father 
chastiseth  not?” 

Worldly  prosperity  has  ever  been  foiiml  an 
unfavourable  soil  for  the  growth  of  piety.  It 
blinds  the  mind  to  spiritual  and  eternal  things, 
dries  up  the  spirit  of  prayer,  fosters  pride  and 
ambition,  furnishes  the  appropriate  food  to 
covetousness,  and  leads  to  a  sinful  conformity 
to  the  spirit,  maxims,  and  fashions  of  the  world. 
Some  few  havo  been  enabled  to  pass  this 
Ordeal,  without  serious  injury  ;  and  have  come 
forth  like  the  three  children  from  Nchuchah- 
nezzar’s  furnace,  without  the  smell  of  fire  on 
their  garments  ;  but  this  could  not  have  been 
unless  the  Son  of  Man  had  been  with  them. 
Such  persons  use  all  their  health,  influence, 
and  w  ealth  in  promoting  tlii;  kingdom  of  (’lirisf. 
But,  fjfiicrrtlly ,  (Joil  in  inm-.y.  refuse.'*  to  pi'« 
worldly  prosperity  lo  his  children.  He  liath 
clioscn  the  poor  of  this  W’orld,  rich  in  faith  ; 
lliat  is,  lie  hath  commonly  chosen  poverty  as 
the  safest  condition  for  his  children.  His  are 
“  a  poor  and  afflicted  jieoplc  who  Iru.st  In  tin 
name  of  the  Lord.”  But  the  poor  have  tlieir 
conflicts  and  temjitalioiis,  as  well  as  the  rich. 
They  are  continually  tempted  to  discontent, 
to  envy  at  the  prosperity  of  the  rich,  and  some¬ 
times  to  use  unlawful  means  to  satisfy  their 
craving  wants.

AN  AGED  DISCIPLE. 

A  few  S  ihhaths  since,  as  I  was  rising  to  com¬ 
mence  thc  morning  service  in  a  church  in  one 
of  thc  country'  (owns  in  Massachusetts,  I  no¬ 
ticed  a  white  haired  man,  leaning  on  a  staff, 
ascending  thc  pulpit  stairs.  The  clergyman 
who  sat  at  iny  side,  said  to  me  :  “'Phis  is  an 
aged  deacon,  who,  on  account  of  his  deafness 
sits  in  the  jmlpif.” 

After  the  services  wore  concluded,  I  spoke 
to  thc  venerable  man.  He  told  me  on  that 
day  he  commenced  his  ninety-fifth  year;  and 
that  since  his  fiftli  or  sixth  year  he  had  been 
a  follower  of  the  Saviour. 

How  few’,  now  living  on  the  earth,  can  say 
that  they  have,  for  ninety  years,  been  in  the 
I  heavenly  way: — that  more  than  nine-tenths  of 
their  lives  have  been  spent  in  thc  service  of 
God  ! 

This  aged  disciple  is  now’  able  to  do  work 
with  case — which  would  fatigue  many  men 
who  have  not  seen  one  (juarter  as  many  years 
as  he  has:  and  yet,  in  his  younger  days,  he 
was  quite  feeble.  'Phe  secret  of  his  present 
vigour,  is  his  strictly  temperate  habits.  When 
a  youth,  he  was  ordered  by  a  physician,  to  re¬ 
frain  from  intoxicating  liquors,  and  his  wise 
olicdiciiec  more  than  any  thing  else,  has 
lengthened  out  his  life  to  nearly  a  century. 
He  has  lived  tw'ciity  years  beyond  threescore 
and  ten.  W'hen  he  first  joined  (he  church, 
tlie  youngest  member  then  belonging  to  it, 
was  twenty-five  years  older  than  himself. 
Since  that  lime,  he  has  seen  a  large  |)art  of 
three  generations  rise  u{)  and  fade  away.  He 
has  seen  many  young  jiersoris  jiress  forward, 
with  light  step  in  the  [lath  of  life.  He  has 
looked  again,  and  they  were  gone  ;  and  soon 
their  very  tomb  stones  w'cre  mouldering  away. 

What  madness  is  it  to  live  as  if  our  treasure 
and  eternal  home  were  on  eartli. 

He  has  now  two  hundred  descendants  living, 
and  he  walks  before  them  as  a  living  Chris¬ 
tian. 

On  the  {lay  in  which  he  entered  his  ninety- 
fiftli  year,  he  bore  public  testimony  to  the 
filessedness  of  thc  Christian  religion,  and  ex¬ 
horted  his  young  friends  and  relatives,  now  to 
devote  themselves  and  all  they  possess  to  thc 
service  of  God.  Surely  he  who  submitted 
his  heart  to  Christ,  when  a  child  of  six  years 
only,  and  who  has  been  a  Christian  through 
oiieiiing  and  ripening  years  to  hoary  old  age, 
must  he  a  jmlge  of  what  religion  is.  'Pell  me 
you  w  ho  “  {)ut  religion  by,”  if  you  are  not 
very  foolish  to  reject  such  testimony. —  S.  S’.

RKSl’LCT  YOUR  PASTOr’s  FEELINGS. 

'Phere  are  many  circumstances  connected 
w  ith  the  pastoral  office,  wliicli  olien  extort  the 
cry,  “  who  is  sufficient  for  these  things  ?” 
l  iicre  is  enough  labour  to  exliaust  tlie  best 
(mergies,  and  enough  unavoidable  anxiety  to 
subdue  the  best  sjuriis  in  him  who  devotes 
himself  to  God  in  the  ministry.  But  alas,  how 
many  trials  are  gratuitously  heaped  upon  him 
by  the  very  persons  for  whose  wellare  he  is 
expending  his  strength  !  Instead  ot  helping 
him,  they  retard  ;  instead  of  strengthening  his 
hamJs,  they  rob  him  of  his  pow  er.  'Phousands  j 
of  ministers,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  have 
been  sacrificed  by  the  harshness  and  inhuma¬ 
nity  of  their  people.  Olten  have  we  seen  ex¬ 
cellent  men  of  sensitive  leeliiigs,  (and  none 
who  have  not  such  leelmgs  should  occupy  a 
pulpit,)  borne  down  to  the  earth  by  tlie  dl^re- 
gard  of  their  people  to  their  leelmgs.  We  shall 
only  refer  to  a  single  form  in  w'hich  such  dis¬ 
regard  may  not  only  destroy  the  personal  com¬ 
fort,  hut  the  public  usefulness  of  a  preacher. 
We  mean,  in  some  instances,  the  malignant, 
and  in  others,  the  thoughtless  disparagement 
of  a  minister  in  his  public  services.  One  will 
insinuate  against  his  pastor  that  his  sermons 
are  not  studied,  and  another  that  they  are  dry 
and  uninteresting.  Others  still  will  draw  invi¬ 
dious  comparisons  between  him  and  other  niin- 
isiers,  and  in  such  circumstances  as  to  insure 
its  coming  to  liis  ears.  Nay,  what  is  more 
common  than  for  |>eople  to  tell  their  pastors 
that  they  would  like  iliein  to  exchange  with 
neiglihouring  ministers,  aixl  even  to  remark  that 
they  had  ne\  ci  heard  such  sermons  as  they  heard 
from  such  and  such  an  one.  It  may  be  said  that 
ministers  of  the  gospel  should  be  above  the  inllu- 
ence  tif  petty  jealousy,  and  that  they  should  not 
he  affecu'd  by  remarks  of  this  nature.  Very  true, 
they  should  be  more  dead  to  self,  and  the  w  oi  ld, 
than  they  are;  hut  while  lliey  retain  human 
feelings,  they  must  be  wounded  by  such  coin- 
parisoiis  as  induce  them  to  believe  dial  their 
ministrations  are  not  acceptable.  SSoilie  of  the 
best  men  in  the  ministry  are  {lisirusiful  of  their 
own  abilities,  and  need  much  soothing  encou¬ 
ragement  to  quicken  them  in  duly.  Upon  such, 
an  indiscreet  and  unfeeling  remark  may  have 
the  most  injurious  tendency  ;  it  may  operate  as 
a  dead  weiglil  in  keeping  down  their  energies, 
and  for  a  lime  at  least  disqualify  them  for  the 
pulpit.  'Phe  day  of  judgment  will  undoubtedly 
show  that  many  of  God’s  servants  have  been 
thus  crippled  in  their  work,  by  those  wli6 
should  have  assisted  them,  and  it  will  expose 
to  shame  those  who,  regardless  of  conse¬ 
quences,  could  disregard  the  feelings  of  those 
who  ministered  to  them  in  holy  things. — Presb.

He  had  heard  that  the  Karens 
Maubee  (an  out-stalion  of  thc  mission,  forty 
miles  north  of  Rangoon)  had  received  ‘  a  new 
religion.*  'Phe  old  man  made  his  way  to 
Muuhee,  through  the  wilderness,  exposed  to 
wild  beasts  and  robbers  ;  obtained  light,  gave 
«{)  all  his  former  customs,  embraced  the  Gospel 
W'ith  all  his  heart,  and  for  one  year  has  been  a 
faithful  consistent  Christian  with  all  his  house. 
He  has  hern  the  means  of  thc  conversion  of 
several  individuals  in  thc  vicinity.”

VILLAGE.  I 

At  a  village,  a  day’s  journey  from  Pantannu, 
Rov.  K.  L.  Abbott  says;  “'I'he  pcojilc 
flocked  together,  old  men  and  children,”  to 
express  their  joy  at  my  arrival.  After  some  j 
conversation,  1  asked  them  how  many  had 
embraced  thc  Christian  religion?  “  All,”  all,” 
•*  every  one  of  us,”  was  answered  from  forty 
voices.  We  sung  a  hymn  of  praise  to  God. 
On  infpiiry,  I  learned  (hat  thc  first  they  heard 
of  thc  Gospel  was  foitr  years  ago  from 
Burmese  Tracts^  which  they  obtained  from 
the  Burmans.  Some  began  to  worship  Gcxl 
from  that  time;  hut  not  having  sufficient  light 
they  still  practised  some  of  tlicir  former  cus¬ 
toms.  Two  years  ago,  some  of  the  old  men 
visited  Maubee,  obtained  further  instruction, 
and  became  more  consistent  in  their  religious 
life.  Eight  or  nine  months  since,  another 
deputation  w  as  sent  to  visit  the  Maubee  church, 
learned  to  read  ;  obtained  hooks,  and  returned, 
and  became  missionaries  to  their  neighbours. 
I  have  seen  several  of  thc  old  men  in  Rang{)on, 
and  tw’o  of  the  assistants  have  spent  a  few  of 
the  last  months  in  these  villages.  For  thc  last 
six  months  there  has  been  a  general  “  turning 
to  the  Lord,”  so  that  at  present  there  arc  very 
few  who  arc  w  illing  to  acknowledge  themselves 
heathen.
